The lessons of the second 
qu arter 
hav e 
continu ed 
the 
stu dies begu n the first of the 
y ear in the Gospel of the Son of 
God as contained in the Book 
of Mark. The general theme in 
the first qu arter was “Jesu s, Ou r 
Ex ample in Serv ice,” and of this 
second qu arter is “Jesu s, Ou r 
Lord and Sav ior.” 
We see Jesu s in the opening 
lesson ministering to Jews and 
Gentiles 
alike, 
healing 
the 
dau ghter of a Sy ro-phcenician 
woman, and thou gh he referred 
to the deep race preju dice that 
ex isted, showing by his acts that 
the Sav ior of Men was a sav ior 
of all, regardless of race or col­ 
or. 
In the second lesson we find 


Jesu s reminding those who had 
followed him th at they mu st 
cou nt ev ery where bu t loss for 
the sake of his Kingdom and 
the Gospel.

In the third lesson the story 
of the Transfigu ration su ggested 
the ex periences of ex altation 
that are often necessary in the 
Christian way , the ecstacy by 
which the sou l is warmed and 
faith restored in times of dou bt 
and discou ragement. 
Then we hav e two lessons in 
which Jesu s rebu kes self-seek­ 
ing. The story of the rich y ou ng 
man who came to Jesu s and who 
went away sorrowfu l becau se of 
his great possessions is one that 
finely indicates the u ltimate na ­ 
tu re of the Christian life and its 
obligations. 
The remaining stories of the 
qu arter tell how Jesu s himself 
was not free from this obliga­ 
tion of giv ing himself fu lly to 


his mission of salv ation. It is a 
story of temporary triu m ph in 
which we hav e the pageant of 
his adv ent into Jeru salem while 
the throngs cried “Hosanna,” 
and spread their garments in the 
way . Bu t ev en in these hou rs of 
seeming triu m ph Jesu s knew 
that the shadow of the cross was 
ov er him. 
We hav e in one lesson a beau ­ 
tifu l pictu re of Jesu s among his 
disciples in the closing day s, bu t 
it is followed by the dark pictu re 
of his betray al and his denial. 
Then comes the climax of the 
lessons, as the climax of the life 
and work of Jesu s himself, in 
the 
lesson 
dealing 
with 
the 
Cru cifix ion and the last lesson, 
with the story of the v isit to the 
women at the tomb and the Res­ 
u rrection.

The Gospel of Mark is distin­ 
gu ished ev en among the pictu r­ 
esqu e and beau tifu l writings of 


the New Testament for its sim­ 
plicity and its directness. 
Many scholars hav e su pposed 
it to be the first of ou r Gospels 
to be written. Its au thor wastes 
no words, nor, does he go u ndu ly 
into secondary incidents. 
His 
great direct pu rpose is to set 
forth the su preme facts and 
tru ths in the story concerning 
Jesu s of Nazareth, and he has 
done th at in su ch a way th at his 
simple story has lasted throu gh­ 
ou t the centu ries, and will go 
on with its inspiring message 
concerning the Sav ior of Men 
for centu ries to come. 
From the half y ear’s stu dies 
in the Gospel we tu rn now in 
the third qu arter of the y ear to 
the early history of Israel, in a 
series of character stu dies th at 
range from Joshu a to Solomon. 
Then in the fou rth qu arter of 
the y ear we tu rn again to the 
New Testament to consider a se­ 
ries of lessons in the life of Pau l.

NATIONAL WEALTH 


MUST GIDE J OBS, 


New York, N. Y., June 23 — 
“We are face to face w ith a dan­ 
gerous situation. Men and wom­ 
en barred from norm al liv ing 
will not rem ain patient indefi­ 
nitely . These thirteen millions 
w ant work. There is no substi­ 
tute.” 
’ Thus William Green, presi­ 
dent, American Federation of 
Labor, states the present situa­ 
tion as it relates to unemploy ed 
in an article in the current issue 
of Engineering News-Record. 
“A few billion dollars for con­ 
struction projects would be an 
inv estm ent in jobs for recov ery 
th a t would be only a fractional 
p art of the loss in national in­ 
come th a t continuing depression 
would 
take,” 
continues 
Mr. 
Green. 
“Back of ev ery worker on the 
spot of construction would be a 
line of workers getting out the 
m aterials and transporting them 
for use. W orkers for these jobs 
would be pulled off the 'relief 
lists and their wages would be 
spent 
largely 
for 
consumer 
goods. 
“The 
construction 
industry 
stands well a t the bottom in 
business 
activ ity . 
Orders 
for 
construction 
would 
sta rt 
the 
wheels of our heav y industries 
and would sta rt a general ev en 
swing upward. 
“The essential justification for 
using national w ealth to pro­ 
mote business recov ery is th a t it 
is 
the 
m ost 
im m ediate 
and 
practical way of giv ing the un­ 
employ ed an opportunity to be­ 
come self-supporting and thus 
increase purchasing power. The 
effect would be felt along the 
whole economic structure; en­ 
gineers, chemists, laborers, brick 
masons, 
newspaper 
reporters, 
tailors, dentists, etc., all will 
benefit when workers are at 
work on the construction under­ 
takings, supply ing m aterials for 
the job, transporting, m aking 
the things for which the labor­ 
ers will spend their wages. 
“We should not delay action 
longer,” Mr. Green emphasizes, 
“but should initiate a plan of 
new capital ex penditures to put 
the unemploy ed to work in order 
to restore purchasing power and 
to put v alues back into our in­ 
v estm ents.”
